undergo a favorable DS acceptability review. (The COR will 
provide the list of specific HUMINT threat posts.) Personnel 
traveling to specific human intelligence threat posts for short- 
term visits (less than 60 days) must have a minimum Final Secret 
clearance. A Top Secret clearance will be required for 
performance of specific duties as directed by the COR.

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The enclosed property book information is provided for your review and use. The 
information is broken into sections related to the regions that we have operated in or 
where we currently have ongoing operations. 

1 . The fuk tab is for Haiti. This tab provides close out information for this CLIN. 
There were 50 weapons purchased for this program. During the course of the 
deployment 8 weapons were lost or stolen. These were reported to the State 
Department at the time of loss or theft. The remaining 42 weapons were turned in to 
the government at the conclusion of the mission. As a side note, these 42 weapons 
were subsequently redrawn from the government and are in the current inventory. 
There were two other major items of equipment procured for this CLIN (one 1996
